It is, | think, one the best editors around, though | 
don’t use the latest and greatest that is written in Java 
Script and is not platform dependant. 


The purpose the Northern Ontario Swap Net is just 
that, to swap or sell amateur radio and related equipment. 
If |am not mistaken the Northwestern Ontario Net had a

Internet Swap Net. 


At one time there used to be a few swap nets on 
80M with the one run by VE3GAS being the big one.

At 
time the listings have spanned coast to coast, but that 
has decreased as | think swap nets are becoming more 
available in most areas and you like to see what you are 
buying, though | think in 99 percent of the case radio 
amateurs are very truthful when it comes to stating 


equipment condition. | have a couple of fellows who have 
been part of the swap net for a few years, they are real 
horse traders and help to keep the swap net active. | do 
not list for commercial enterprises, | figure they can do 
that through the regular channels. 


You will note the address has changed from 
Thunder Bay Telephone to Xplornet, as | would be stuck 
with dial up for at least a year, so | went to satellite 
coverage, which is working out fairly well, not a fast as 
DSL but a lot better than dialup.
